We frankly avow that we are heartily glad 
so many of the Anglican clergy are taking a more 
corre view of the so-called Reformation, are 
spreading the light among their co-religionists, 
and are expressing undisguised aspirations tour 
the return of England to spiritual allegiance to 
the See of Peter.

But on the whole his 
sermons shatter the old Protestatit theories, and 
he most earnestly advocates reunion with the Ro- 
man See. To that end he invokes the help of 
the Blessed Virgin on behalf of “her children” 
who “have run away from their schoolmaster, 
and unlearnt their lessons, and are trying to find 
their wav home again, humbled and terrified in 
the darkness.”

THE MISSIONS OF 


The Proclamation of the new Chinese Repub- 
lic was accompanied by an assurance that the new 
regime would not only tolerate but welcome and 
protect the missions moreover, the President has 
shown his attitude toward foreigners by inviting 
Dr. Morrison Hart to act as his official adviser. 
The Prime Minister is a Catholic, converted by 
his Belgian wife. The Christians were asked to 
make the last Sunday of April a day of special 
prayer for the prosperity and progress of the na- 
tion, an official act completely abandoning the 
old attitudeof professed friendshipand secret hos- 
tility towards the missions this proclamation is, 
therefore, not unworthy of comparison with the 
Peace Edict of Constantine. About twenty thou- 
sand non-Catholics, of different faiths and stand- 
ards of membership, are at work, and they claim 
some 324,890 followers. 


This number is smaller 


than the number of Catholics in the single >roy- 
ince of Chi-li. At the close of 1911 there w«re in 
China, 1,363,697 baptized Catholics, with 390, 
985 catechumens under instruction or awaiting 
baptism. These were grouped in forty-seven 
missionary dioceses or vicarities. There were 
forty-nine Bishops, 1,426 Europeans and 701 Chin- 
ese priests, and 1,215 Chinese students for the 
priesthood. Out of 1,896 nuns, 1,328 were Chin- 
ese. In Chi-li there are families that have been 
Catholic for centuries. The principal commun- 
ities of missionaries are the Lazarists, Francis- 
cans, Jesuits, and the Society of Foreign Mis- 
sions, though many others are represented, Thir- 
ty years ago the baptized Catholics of China 


numbered only 470,000. The great need now is

They are listen- 
ing for the tramp of armed men, and watching 
for the deadly glint of bayonets in the chill white 
moonlight! For the “priest-hunter” with his 


murderous and blasphemous crew is abroad, and 
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only the mercy of God can protect his prey. The 
tinkle of a little bell is heard, and every head is 
bowed, while, on the wings of the night is borne 
the whispered welcome to Him Who has come 
down into their midst to comfort them: “Caed 
mille failte!’—“A hundred thousand welcomes, 
O Christ, the Son of the Living God!”

REPLACING THE CRUCIFINX. 

The anti-clericals, that is, the anti-Catholics, 
of Brazil, imitated their French brethren by hav 
ing the crucifixes removed from the walls of 
the court-rooms, where they had hung for cen- 
turies to remind all of Him Who sees and knows 
and judges all mankind.

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SACRIFICED TO CARNEGIE’S GOLD 

Notwithstanding the veto of the College of 
Bishops of the Methodist Church, South, on Car- 
negie’s gift of a million dollars to the Vander- 
bilt University, the board of trustees of that in- 
stitution have agreed to accept the proferred sum, 
They virtually have closed a bargain with Car- 
negie which amounts to this: We are willing to 
sacrifice the religious interests of the Methodist 
Church in return for a million dollars. The 
Nashville Christian Advocate, a Methodist organ, 
indirectly arraignas the board of trustees of Van- 
derbilt University when it says: “There are many 
people in the world and some . . . in the 
Church who find it as difficult to justify the re- 
fusal of a dollar, especially of a million dollars, 
as to square the circle.” Evidently the people 
here referred to are represented on the board of 
trustees, who by their acceptance of Carnegie’s 
money have declared that religion should give the 
right of way to filthy lucre. The species of dis 
loyalty to their Church, of which these repre- 
sentative Methodists have been guilty, is thus de 
scribed by the Nashville Christian Advocate: 
“She (the Methodist Church) has no apology 
to make for refusing that whose acceptance 
would not only mean the impairment, if not the 
destruction of what is her own, but would be- 
smirch her honor, cripple her energies and rob 
her of her God-given functions.”

Pax, the quarterly magazine of the Caldey 
monks, still pursues its way, but if it is to con 
tinue Catholics must come forward to take the 
place of those Anglican subscribers who have 
withdrawn their favor. We print below a very 
interesting letter that has come to hand.

The 
first periodical published by the Society of the 
Atonement was entitled “Rose Leaves from Our 
Lady's Garden at Graymoor,” and this dainty 
little paper was the organ of the Rosary League. 

The story of how the 
Rosary League started is 
thus told in its pages: 

“It began as an im- 
promptu organization to 
bring together all those who 
would be willing to say three 
Hail Marys daily for the 
Mission in St. Barnabas’ 
Church, Brooklyn, whic 
commenced on Rosary Sun- 
day, October 6th.” 

This Mission was con- 
ducted by the Father Su- 
perior of the Society of 
the Atonement and _ it 
was the first time that, 
from a pulpit of the An- 
glican Church, he public- 
ly advocated the return 
of the entire Anglican 
Body to communion with 
the Apostolic See, by ab- 
juring the errors of the 
Reformation and return- OUR LADY OF 
ing to the Faith of the 
English Church before it was perverted by Henry 
VII. and Elizabeth. This was in the year 1901, 
so that in the present month we are celebrating 
the twelfth anniversary of the Rosary League’s 
birth. 

From that same copy of Rose Leaves we quote 
the following about the Rosary League: 

“Its growth has been so wonderful and spontaneous 
that we see in it the Hand of God, the shooting up from 
fertile soil of a tiny mustard seed that will in time ‘wax 
a great tree’.” 





THE ATONEMENT.

‘Before ‘the locust, the 
canker worm, the caterpillar 
and the palmer worm’ of 
16th century heresy and 
schism invaded the Angli- 
can Vineyard, stripping of 
its fruit and foliage the 
Lord’s Vine, the devotion 
of Englishmen to the 
Blessed Virgin was so pre- 
eminent as to win for their 
Church and Country the 
proud name of ‘Mary’s 
Dowry.’

Dear Father—I have just received Tue Lamp for 
September. I notice a criticism of “Christian Denom- 
inations” in the book notes. H.C. W. says “the state- 
ment that Elizabeth through the plenitude of her 
ecclesiastical authority invested Matt Parker as Arch 
bishop of Canterbury is misleading.” The reviewer 
goes on to say that the Queen denied that the title 
Supreme Governor of the Church of England was any 
claim to spiritual authority. 

We are not concerned with what the Queen denied. 
We know what she actually did. She exacted an oath 
from all the Bishops which places te matter in the 
clearest light. This oath is not sufficiently well known, 
and it may well be recalled to the minds of your readers. 
If it is compared with the oath that the Catholic Bish 
ops made to the Pope, it will be seen that the Crown 
has been substituted for the Papacy as the source of 
jurisdiction. This was so understood and accepted at 
the time. Here is the oath: 

“I, Matthew Parker, Doctor of Divinity, now elect 
Archbishop of Canterbury, do utterly testify and declare 
in my conscience, that Your Majesty is the only Supreme 
Governor of this Realm, and of all other Your High 
ness’s dominions and countries, as well in all spiritual 
or ecclesiastical things or causes, as temporal, and no

assist and defend all jurisdictions, privileges, pre-em- 
inences and authorities belonging to Your Highness, 
Your heirs, and successors, or united and annexed to 
the Imperial Crown of this Realm. And further I 
acknowledge and confess to have and to hold the said 
archbishopric of Canterbury and the possessions of the 
same entirely, as well the spiritualities as temporalties 
thereof, only of Your Majesty and the Crown Royal of 
this Your Realms. And as for the said possessions, I 
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do my homage presently unto Your Highness and to the 
same and Your heirs and lawful shall be 
faithful and true. So help me God and the contents of 
this Book.” Domestic State Papers, Elizabeth, vol. X1. 

This makes the Crown the source of all ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction.
